SUBJECT: Historic District Designations 



Fort Wayne's Historic Preservation and Protection Ordinance (G-10- 
84) , was established to preserve and protect those historically or 
architecturally worthy structures, sites, and districts which 
impart a distinct aesthetic quality to the city and which serve as 
visible reminders of the historic heritage of the city. To assist 
in achieving this goal, criteria are set forth in the ordinance for 
the establishment of multiple and single property historic 
districts. 

Pursuant to Chapter 151 of the municipal code, the Historic 
Preservation Review Board has held public hearings and approved the 
designation of the following buildings as local historic districts:

Stellhorn Photo 816 S. Calhoun St. 

R.C. Bell House/Klaehn 

Funeral Home 420 W. Wayne St. 

J.J. Kline House 521 W. Wayne St. 

In compliance with section 151.12 (D) of this code, maps of those 
districts approved by the HPRB were submitted to the Planning 
Commission for review on March 27, 1995, and received favorable 
comment.

Both the Stellhorn Photo and Klaehn Funeral Home buildings have 
been the recipients of Historic Facade Challenge Grant funds for 
exterior restoration. Pursuant to receiving this funding, the 
owners of approved properties are required to seek historic 
district status for their buildings to ensure both future 
protection of the restored facades as well as their own, and the 
City's, investment in the renovation. The historic district 
application for the Kline House has been submitted by the owner 
who, understanding the significance of the property, wishes to 
ensure that its unique architectural character is protected. 

The Historic Preservation Review Board and Staff recommends that 
the Council adopt the attached ordinance amendment in recognition 
of the investment placed in these properties and to afford 
protection of these valuable landmarks for future generations.
